Hocan; Kevin street; P. Sherlock and P.

The man informed Liddy that he was belonz- 
ing to the Republic, and was after seizing 
some guns in the neighbourhood. Miss Liddy 
gave him 2s. 6d., and the wan, pointing ?n 
article in his hand at the old couple. 
threatened to shoot them dead if they cid 
not give him £1 Becomirg terrified. Miss 
Liddy gave him the £1. and he immediately 
demanded another £1. He alse came a short 
distance into the house, seized Miss Liddy, 
and shook her. She started te scream, where

HEEL MARKS, 

Subsequently the Guards arrested the 
accused man, and at an identification parad?, 
held in the Ennis Barracks, Miss Liddy 
identified him as the man who had raided 
her house. When the Guards visited the 
house they found three heel marks that had 
apparently been left by a rubber-heeled boot 
or shoe. Casts were taken of these heel 
marks, and when compared with shoes worn 
by the accused man on the date of his arrest 
were found to contain certain similarities. 

Bridget Liddy said that she thought the 
man had a revolver in his hand, and that if 
she did not g*ve him the money both she and 
her brother would be shot.

Yet under the bill the Minister did not take 
power to remove a single one of these super- 
fluous vehicles, either now or in the future, 
unless on the ground that the ‘buses did not 
come up to the standard which he might re- 
quire. Nobody at present running a road 
passenger service could be refused a licence 
for a continuation of the service over a par- 


ticular route merely because that route was | 
overcrowded to an extent that was a danger | 
Any refusal of a licence | 


to life and hmb. 
must be on other grounds. 


NEW SERVICES. 


The bill did not empower the Minister to 
divert ‘buses from over-served routes to areas 
that were neglected. It was true that in 
regard ‘to new services (if there were to 
be anv) the Minister might, before granting 
a road jicence, take into consideration the 
existing facilities, and refuse the application 
ou the ground that an additional service was 
rot necessarv. In theory this was all right, 
but in actaai practice it was of very little 
value. for the reason that the majority of 
the services had now reached saturation 
point, and there was little chance of new 
services offering. 

The provision whereby nobody could run a 
road motor passencer service except under 
licence from the Minister was satisfactory, 
were it not of such a restrictive character 
where existing services were concerned. If 
used with due regard for the safetv and 
comfort of the travelling pubiic, the powers 
in the bill giving the Minister the right to 
require a certain standard of vehicle should 
result in driving off the roads a good 
manv of the existing wrecks, which are 
on eve-sore and a peril The cf the 
Minister to fix maximum rates should ir.clede 
the power to fix minimum charges also.

AMENDMENT OF BILL DEMANDED

LIMERICK, Sunday. 

In the Town Hall. Limerick, to-day a 
large meeting of railway workers was held 
to consider the Transport Bill.

FLIGHT FROM GOLD 
STANDARD DENIED. 


HITLER TO AWAIT THE 
NATION’S CALL. 
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From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 
HE persistent rumour that Germany 
is going off the gold standard shortly 
is again to-night vigorously denied in 
official quarters 

The President of the Reichsbank also 
says there is no reason why Germany 
should go off the gold standard at a time 
when her currency is one of the steadiest 
in Europe, despite the fact that the 
Reichsbank pairs coverage Is at present 
officially given at only 25.3 per cent. 

The Government is determined to carry 
out its programme of economy and 
financial reform, and the Socialist Party 
will, it is anticipated, continue to 
‘tolerate ’’ the Bruening Government 
rather than see it displaced by their bug- 
bear, Hitler. 

The Cabinet have been working on the 
new emergency decree, which is expected 
to be issued to-morrow or Tuesday. The 
aim of this decree is to reduce the cost of 
living in Germany, but this will only be 
possible if a reduction can be effected in 


‘wages at the same time. 


NO MARCH ON BERLIN. 


“ Why should we march on Berlin when 
we are already sure of the surrender of 
the citadel?’’ asked the Nazi leader, Herr 
Adolf Hitler, to-day, when told of the 
rumours current abroad t at he was 
planning a coup against the Et. sara 
Government.

The work of these two committees, 
so closely inter-connected that neither of 
them can, in fact, reach a satisfactory 
conclusion without the other; for between 


namely, the adjustment of Germany’s 
indebtedness, both private and public, in 
such a-manner as to permit the revival of 
confidence in her economic and, there- 
fore, also in her political stability. 


THE YOUNG PLAN. 

After tracing the causes of this financial 
crisis, The Times proceeds:—After the 
events of the past few months, neither M. 
Laval nor M. Flandin can be blind to the 
serious. consequences to France, not less 
than to the rest of the world, of an 
economic collapse on the other side of the 
Rhine, and the French insistence on 
priority is intelligible enough if it can 
be interpreted as an attempt, quite reason- 
able in itself, to maintain the juridical! 
integrity of the Young Plan. That plan, 
it is true, never contemplated the posi- 


| bility of any suspension of the uncondi- 


tional portion of reparation payments. 
Indeed, by its provisions the Advisory 
Committee is expressly debarred from dis- 
cussing the suspension of the uncondi- 
tional payments. But the framers of the 
Young Plan can hardly have been 
expected to foresee the world calamities 
which followed so close on their delibera- 


tions. 

Since 1929 the economic life of the 
world has undergone such profound and 
disastrous changes that too rigid an 
adherence to the letter of the document 
would to-day falsify the reasonable spirit 
which originally inspired it. 


THE EXPERTS. 

The Committee of Experts, which meets 
to-day at Basel, will, no doubt, be given 
an ample opportunity to survey the whole 
field of Germany’s economic situation, 
and to recommend the only steps by which 
confidence’ in Germany's economic 
stability can be restored. Indeed, their 
verdict, if not already prejudged, has, at 
any rate to a large degree, been antici- 
pated by the very clear and forceful 
findings of the Bankers’ Comnfittee which 
reported at Basel in August; and once 
the facts have been set forth cuthorita- 
tively by the experts it ought surely to be 
possible for the subsequent diplomatic 
conference to arrive at a practical solu- 
tion of this thorny question, which has so 
sorely vexed the economic life of Europe 
and the world for more than a decade.

POWER TO MODIFY SERVICES 


ON BRANC

Ó HAT the Minister for Industry and Commerce may order a modification 


of train services over a baronial 


guaranteed railway, or the 


suspension altogether of such services, provided that alternative facilities 
are available for the public, is one of the provisions of the new Railways 


(Miscellaneous) Bill, which has been introduced in the Dail by Mr. P. 


McGilligan, Minister for Industry. 


It is also provided that the Great Southern Railways Company may 
carry on with a board of eight directors, instead of a minimum of twelve, 
as prescribed in the Railways Amalgamation Act of 1924. 


Other provisions include the suspension of certain panels from the 
Railway Tribunal, the disposal of superfluous land, the right of a railway 
company to purchase its own debenture stock, with a view to its extinction, 
and regulating the road transport business of a railway company. 


The bill is to be taken for second read- 
ing in the Dail, along with the Road 
Transport Bill, during the present week. 
Both bills are complementary to each 
other and are directly concerned with 
transport questions—the former with the 
railways and the latter with the omnibus 
traffic. The text of the Road Transport 
Bill has already been published. 

The Railways (Miscellaneous) Bill is a 
comparatively short measure of nineteen 
sections. It is divided into four parts. 
The first deals with definitions and such 
general matters; the second concerns the 
reduction of service on certain railway 
lines; the third deals with ti.e number 
of the directorate of the Great Southern

The Minister is empowered by Section 8

TRIBUNAT PANELS. 
Section 14 is intended to validate every 
act done by the body of directors, not- 


| withstanding that the number of directors 


was less than the lecgal number. 

It is proposed in the new bill to suspend 
the panels for the Railway Tribunal. 
These panels were set up by Section 17 of 
the 1924 Act. a general panel, 
consisting of twelve persons nominated by 
the Governor-General. Three were to ba 
representative of commercial and  in- 
dustrial interests, two representative of 
labour, two representative of passengers, 
four representative of agricultural in- 
terests and one representing fisheries. 

The second panel consisted of three 
representing railways and one represent- 
ing canals. 


PURCHASE OF STOCK. 

The railway company shall have power 
to dispose of superfluous lands. 

According to Section 17 a railway com- 
pany will have power to purchase its own 
debenture stock, notwithstanding any- 
thing to the contrary in any Act regulat- 
ing such companr, and may use for such 
purchase any moneys in its hands other 
than moneys raised by the issue of stock 
or by borrowing or otherwise expressly for 
another purpore. Moreover, the railway 
company purchasing such stock may re- 
quire it to be transferred by the «eller 
to the company itself, or to other per- 
sons nominated by the company. Such 
transfer shall operate to extinguish such 
stock. 

In the case of transfer to individuals, 
such person shall hold it on trust to sell 
it or any part, when so directed by the 
company, and pay the proceeds to the 
company. 


ROAD TRANSPORT. 

No road transport business carried on hy 
a railway shall be deemed to be part of 
the business of such company for the pur- 
pose of any agreement between such com- 
pany and the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs entitling such company to send 
telecrams free or at a reduced rate. 

All road transport business carried on 
directly or indirectly by the Great 
Southern Railways Company shall be 
deemed business ancillary or subsidiary to 
the railwav of that company, and accord- 
inglv charges made by that company for 
carriage by road shall not be snbject to 
the jurisdiction of the Railway Tribunal.
